No Clue To Killers’ Identity 


ANDALUSIA, Ala., Feb. 27.—-1 
The bodies of Carl Hicks, former 
Covington County deputy sheriff, 
and Marvin Longmier, Andalusia 
Telephone Company  cableman, 
were found about 9:30 a.m. today 
on the banks of the Yellow River. 
The two young men had been shot 
to death, 

Hicks and Longmier, who were 
brothers-in law, left Hieks’s home 
in the Watkins Ridge community, 
near here, about 7 a.m, Sunday to 
go fishing. When they failed to 
return Sunday night, relatives of 
the victims organized searching | 
parties that sought the missing men | 
all last night. 

This morning Deputies Sheriff | 
Brake Gantt and Jess Ridgby, en 
route to Florala with a prisoner, | 
were stopped at the Watkins 
Bridge by several relatives and 
friends of the missing fishers. Pro- 
ceeding past the bridge, the depu- 
ties, in an effort to locate a foot- 
log crossing a small creek, stumbl- 
ed onto the horribly mutilated | 
bodies of the two men, 

Both men had been shot at close 
range from the rear with buckshot. 
Hicks lay slumped against a small 
stump, his fishing pole under his | 
arm. The top of his head had | 
been shot off, and then several 
shots of buckshot had been fired 
into his body. 

Four feet away was Longmier’s 
body. He had been shot in the 
chest under the arm, and the left 
dide of his face and skull had been 
shot off. Several loads of buck- 
shot had been fired into his body 
as he lay on the banks of the little 
stream, probably already dead, * 

Several buckshot were found by 
investigating offiegrs in a tree near 
the scene of the double murder. 
Wadding found by deputies indi- 
cated a .16 gauge shotgun and a 
.410 bird gun were used by the 
killers, indicating two men had 
slain Hicks and Longmier. 

Sheriff! Tom Gantt wags notified 
immediately and went to the com- 
munity, taking several other offic- 
ers with him. They returned to 
Andalusia about 6:30 o'clock to- 
night with not a clue to aid them 
in their investigation of the dou- 
ble killing, 

No tracks were found except 
those of Hicks and Longmier, the 
officers revealed. No sign of an 
automobile’s having been driven to 
and from the murder scene was 
evident. Nothing to indicate the 
number of persons in the execution 
squad, nor their identity, was 
found. , 

These facts led officers to be- 
lieve that the slayers had approach- 
ed the two men, quietly fishing 
along the banks of the little stream, 
by boat. 

The automobile in which Hicks 
and Longmiey drove to the fishing 


banks was found with its doors 
locked and apparently undisturbed. 
Tt was first believed the murderers 
had stolen a high-powered rifle 
which Mrs. Hicks said her husband 
had taken with him Sunday morn- 
ing, but it was found later today 
in the automobile the two men 
drove, after keys were obtained to 
unlock the doors of the car. 

Mrs. Nell Thompson, who lives 
near the scene of the shooting, said 
she heard six shots shortly before 
noon Sunday, and failed to pay 
any attention to them. 

Dr. J. CG, Pennington examined 
the bodies and said death was in- 
stantaneous. He set the hour of 
the shooting at between 9 a.m. and 
noon Sunday. 

The men were almost decapitat- 
ed by the heavy loads of buckshot, 
apparently fired into their heads 
from a distance of only a few feet. 
Bach had died instantly, Then, 
after they were dead, their slayers, 
either to make sure their victims 
had been killed or prompted by a 
fiendish desire to desecrate the 
bodies of the men they had killed, 
stood over them and fixed several 
loads of buckshot into their pros- 
trate forms.

Hicks and Longmier left their 
homes about 7 a.m. and drove to 
the fishing banks a quarter mile 
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Dorsey Sez: 


below Watkins Bridge, which is on 
the Andalusia-Florala Highway, 20 
miles from Andalusia, seven miles 
from Florala. 

They went up the creek a few 
hundred feet to catch minnows, the 
officers theorize, and predably sat 
on the bank fishing and talking, 
for about an hour. 

The slayers approached by boat, 
landed out of sight of their in 
tended vietims, and deployed in the 
bushes to a position behind them. 

Possibly Hicks and Longmier 
knew the approaching men, in 
which case the killers would have 
landed in sight of the fishing men. 
They approached carrying their 
guns, until within a few feet of 
their vietims. 

Hicks was shot first, the officers 
believe. For Longmier apparent- 
ly stood with arms raised when he 
was shot, for some of the buck- 
shot entered his chest under his 
arms, indicating he probably in- 
stinetively raised his arms, horrifi- 
ed, as he saw Hicks fall, mortally 
wounded, 

No one can surmise as to the 
mental reactions of the killers as 
they looked down on the mutilated 
bodies of their victims. But signs 
at the scene of the tragedy indi- 
cate that several butkshot were fir- 
ed into the bodies of the already 
slain men as they lay at the feet 
of the killers, for the shot obvi- 
ously were fired downward into the 
bodies. 

However, the theory that the 
men knew and greeted their assas 
sins js partly exploded by the fact 
that shot, sunken in a tree behind 
the bodies, were higher than the 
level of either vietim’s head, which 
would tend to prove that the first 
and fatal shots were fired into 
their heads by men sitting or squat- 
ting nearby. 

Hicks was 32 years old. He was 
a deputy sheriff in 1928-29, dur- 
ing the administration of ex-Sher- 
{tf Brake Gantt, Since leaving the 
sheriff's force, Hicks has been a 
farmer, Surviving is his widow. 
Hicks was extremely popular in 
Covington County, and had an et 
viable record as a peace officer. 

Longmier was about 338. His 
widow and three small children 
survive. He was a cableman for 
the telephone company, but had 
resigned to leave this morning for 
Texas, where he had a job. He 
was planning to move his family 
to Texas with him, and yesterday’s 
fishing party with Hicks, his broth- 
er-in-law, which ended jin the death 
of both of them, was a farewell 
expedition with the man _ with 
whom he oftentimes had gone on 
similar trips. 


Saving Austrian 
Winter Pea Seed 


AUBURN, Ala.—J. C. Lowery, 
extension agronomist of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, is em- 
phasizing the importance of say- 
ing seed of Austrian winter peas 
as the largest crop of this legume 
ever planted in the State grows 
on to maturity. 

Farmers in several counties 
have been successful in saving 
these seed, thereby reducing the 
cost of planting the soil building 
crop, Mr, Lowery said, Farmers 
who met with success averaged ov- 
er 500 pounds per acre in 1931. 

In suggesting that an acre be 
left for seed, Mr. Lowery stated 
that if Seed production failed a 
complete loss is not sustained be- 
cause the vines can be turned un- 
dey and followed with corn or a 
hay crop.

Some weeks ago | had quite a 
jlot to say about burning the woods, 
Several county papers and at least 
j one State paper have had some 
thing to say in reply, and some are 
advancing the idea that burning 
the woods destroys the snakes. 
One State paper made the asser- 
tion that rattlesnakes are numer- 
ous in Coffee County because Far- 
mer Jones has influenced the far 
mers to not burn their wild lands. 
I appreciate criticism that is fair- 
ly made and I invite a discussion 
of any statement made in these ar 
ticles, but it makes me laugh when 
1 think of this snake theory. In 
the first place, | have not been 
successful in getting Coffee Coun- 
ty folks to realize the importance 
of protecting wild lands from fire. 
iI do not know of a single piece of 
woods in the county that is not 
burned over every Spring. Tf we 
have more snakes than our share 
it is not due to fire protection. 
Rattlesnakes are not easily burn- 
led, and any one advancing a con- 
ltrary idea are not familiar with 
their habits, Rattlesnakes den in 
the ground jn gopher holes, clay 
| roots, or caves, either of which are 
a safe refuge from fire. You nev- 
er heard of dead snakes being 
found after a fire. Timber cutting 
and fire only drives snakes into 
E dens or out into other woods. 
| 


Good farmers are seldom bothered | 
with snakes. If your lands are | 
fenced and a reasonable number | 
of hogs are carried in your pas- 
ture, you will not be bothered 
with snakes. There are a few tim- 


ber reserves in the State where |

Rat Control Campaign Is 
Urged By Co. Agent Ray 


Rats do a great deal of damage 
in a year’s time. Every merchant 
and every farmer does a little most 
every year toward control of rats. 
Since this work js done individu- 
ally it is not nearly so effective 
as if done by every one at the 
same time, since rats migrate from 
one store, or home, or farm to the 
other, so if one should rid his 
premisse of rats he would soon 
have a new supply come in from 
his closest neighbors. 

If all the citizens of Enterprise, 
Elba and New Brockton ‘will co- 
operate in a rat campaign it can 
be done at a cost of only a few 
cents per person and will be very 
effective control. This work should 
be done during March, as rats be- 
gin to move out into fields and 
are harder to get to. Reproduc- 
tion will start soon and every adult 
rat killed now will mean many less 
rats in a few weeks, 

Poison baits keep longer in cool 
weather and are much more effec- 
tive than during warm weather. 
Baby chicks are being brooded and 
a few rats may kill hundreds of 
dollars worth of chickens in a few 
nights. 

Every farmer having trouble 
with rats should come in on this 
campaign and rid his farm of this 
pest. All who are interested in 
rat control please see or write me 
at once.

AUBURN, Ala.—-Figures com- 
piled here show that the “live-at- 
home” program sponsored by Ala- 
bama county agents has resulted 
in an important shifting of crop 
acreage from cotton to feed crops. 

For example, cotton acreage hag 
been reduced since 1980 by 611,-

But over the scene hung the 
sobering thought that the new ad- 
ministration comes into power at 
one of the critical moments in the 
nation’s history, with the country 
entering the fourth year of its 
worst depression. 

The wild bullets fired by the re- 
cent assassin brought to all the 
sharp conosciousness of the trou- 
bled times and there was a visible 
note of anxiety on many faces 
today. 

Extra heavy guards, more than 
at any previous inauguration, were 
thrown about the downtown section 
here, around the White House and 
the Capitol building. Dozens of 
precautions not usually taken were 
effective. 

Every hotel and hundreds of 
homes were bulging with visitors. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The 
text of President Roosevelt’s inau- 
eural address follows: 

“T am certain that my fellow 
Americans expect that on my in- 
duction into the presidency I will 
address them with candor and a 
decision which the present situation 
of our Nation impels. 

“This is preeminently the time 
to speak the truth, the whole truth, 
frankly and boldly. Nor need we 
shrink from honestly facing con~ 
ditiong in our country today. This 
ereat Nation will endure as it has 
endured, will yvevive, and will 
prosper. So first of all let me as- 
sert my firm belief that the only 
thing we have to fear is fear it- 
self—nameless, unreasoning, un- 
justified terror which paralyzes 
needed efforts to convert retreat 
into advance, 

“In every dark hour of our na- 
tional life a leadership of frank-

“More important, a host of un- 
employed citizens face the grim 
problem of existence, and an equal- 
ly great number toil with little re- 
turn, Only a foolish optimist can 
deny the dark realities of the 
moment. ;

“Primarily, this is beeause the 
rules of the exchange of mankind’s 
goods have failed through their 
own stubbornness and their own in- 
competence, have admitted their 
failure and abdicated. Practices of 
unscrupulous money changers 
stand indicted in the court of pub 
lie opinion, rejected by the hearts 
and minds of men. 

“True, they have tried, but their | 
efforts have been cast in the pat- 
tern of an outworn tradition. Fac- 
ed by failure of credit they have 
proposed only the lending of more 
money. Stripped of the lure of 
profit by which to induce our peo- 
ple to follow their false leadership 
they have resorted to exhortations, 
pleading tearfully for restored con- 
fidence. They know only the rules 
of a generation of self-seckers. 
They have no vision, and when 
there is no vision the people perish. 

“The money changers have fled 
from their high seats in the tem- 
ple of our civilization. We may 
now restore that temple to the an- 
cient truths. The measure of the 
restoration lies in the extent to 
which we apply social values more 
noble than mere monetary profit. 

“Happiness lies not in the mere 
possession of money; it lies in the 
joy of achievement, in the thrill 
of creative effort. The joy and 
moral stimulation of work no long- 
er must be forgotten in the mad 
chase of evanescent profits. These 
dark days will be worth all they 
cost ug if they teach us that our 
true destiny is not to be ministered 
unto but to minister to ourselves 
and to our fellowmen, 

“Recognition of the falsity of 
material wealth as the standard of 
success goes hand in hand with 
the abandonment of the false be- 
lief that public office and high po- 
litical position are to be valued 
only by the standards of pride of 
place and personal profit; and 
there must be an end to a conduct 
in banking and in business which 
too often has given to a sacred 
trust the likeness of callous and 
selfish wrongdoing. Small wonder 
that confidence languishes, for it 
thrives only on honesty, on honor, 
on the sacredness of obligations, 
on faithful protection, on unself- 
ish performance; without them it 
can not live, 

“Restoration calls, however, not 
for changes in ethics alone. This 
Nation asks for action, and action 
now. 

“Our greatest primary task is 
to put people to work, This is no 
unsolvable problem if we face it 
wisely and courageously. It can 
be accomplished in part by direct
